GERMANS, HELD FOR 
THREE DAYS, SEEK

Rommel 
launched 
last 


Monday with the promise, "We'll he 
In Cairo next week, boys," was roll- 
ed back to Its starting point. 


Held to a standstill through the. 


three days of terrific fighting, the 
Germans were trying 
desperately 


to crack the last Russian defenses 
of Stalingrad. 
Moscow dispatches 


pictured the Russian army as trad- 
ing blow for blow with the Ger- 
mans since the defenders could re- 
treat no further and save the steel 
town on the west bank of the Vol- 


The Berlin Radio—the same that 


boasted last Saturday that the fall 
of Stalingrad could he expected 
within 48 hours—broadcast a dis- 
patch from Stockholm that street 
fighting was in progress In the 
city with the Russians defending 
It house by house. 


The Russian communique, how- 


ever, declared that "northwest of 
Stalingrad fierce lighting contin- 
ves. Our units attacked the enemy 
and improved their position." 


This was the second time ir. 12 


hours that the Russians reported 
gains in that sector. 


Nazi Tanks Sent Reeling. 


Southwest of Stalingrad German 


tanks pierced the Russian defense 
but ran Into mortar and machine- 
gun fire and n swift flank attack 
which sent them reeling back, the 
Russians said. 
A second nazi on- 


slaught also was reported repuls- 
ed.Hitler's high command advanced 
a cautiously worded claim of fur- 
ther gains at Stalingrad—but gave 
no details as to their location or 
extent. 
The German communique was 


devoted largely to a repetition of 
last night's Berlin claim of the 
capture of Novorossist, Black Sea 
naval base where the Reds In 1917 
scuttler their warships rather than 
surrender them into German hands.

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RED ARMY STAND 
AT STALINGRAD IS 
STILL HOLDING OUT 


INVADERS HURLED BACK 
IN NORTHWEST; 
BLOCKED IN SOUTHWEST 


MOSCOW, Sept. 7.—W 


—Taking a stand at a criti- 
cal moment of the battle for 
Stalingrad itself, the Rus- 
sian defenders again threw 
the invaders back to the 
northwest and broke up two 
determined attacks to the 
southwest, the Red army reported 
today. 
(The Berlin radio broadcast a 


dispatch from Stockholm today say- 
Ing that severe street fighting was 
in progress in Stalingrad and that 
"each house is obstinately defend- 
ed." 
The Stockholm report quoted 


by Berlin described 
the fighting 


as a "fierce struggle of man against, 
man.") 
Unofficial 
reports 
concerning 
the Russian stand at Stalingrad 
said that the time apparently had 
arrived when the Russians could 
no longer afford to retreat and 
were forced to trade .blows with 
the massed might of the Germans. 


Sailors of the Red fleet joined 


the struggle around the Black Sea 
naval base at Novorossisk, indi- 
cating the gravity of the position 
there. 
The sailors held a stra- 
tegic hill against a German storm- 
ing unit and killed more than 100 
German soldiers, the mid-day Rus- 
sian communique said.

Demands Legislation 
For Immediate Cost 
of Living Stabilization 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—W"1)—President Roosevelt 


demanded today that Congress legislate by October 1 
to stabilize the cost of living, including farm prices 
with a blunt warning that otherwise he would invoke 
drastic war powers to act himself. 


The President's long-awaited message on the infla- 


tion problem recalled the seven-point program he pre- 
sented April 27 to curb rising prices and reproached 
congress for inactivity on the two points in its field— 
"an adequate tax program and a law permitting fixing 
of price ceilings on farm products at parity prices." 


The other points of the program which did not re- 


quire congressional action he reported were being car- 
ried out by executive action, and he implied a theat 
to extend his executive action to cover the whole pro- 
gram, unless congress acted, with the forthright declar- 
ation: 


"In the event that the congress should fail to act 


and act adequately, I shall accept the responsibility, 
and I will act." 


Thus Mr. Roosevelt delayed the promulgation of 


any executive order to effectuate the program pending 
the response of congress. He promised, however, that 
as soon as farm prices are stabilised, "wages cnn and 
will be stabilized also. This I will do." 


Set October 1 A» Deadline. 


The President set October 1 as the deadline for con- 


gress to act because he said "we can not hold the act- 
ual cost of food and clothing down to approximately 
tlii. prese.ti, level beyond Oct. 1," ' vitriJut some legisla- 


n or executive order. 
Mr. Roosevelt did not specify what machinery he 


would use to stabilize wages and farm prices when con- 
gress passes the legislation, or when he moves himself 
in default of congressional action. 


It has been reported by reliable 


sources that he contemplated setting 
administrator or a board with sweeping* 
police the anti-inflation program. 


Rluntly, Mr. Roosevelt told the legislators in a spec- 


ial message that un'ess they acted he would accept the 
responsibility to act himself and "lake measures neces- 
sary tu avert a disaster which would interfere with the 
winning of the 
war." 


"Inaction on your part," the pres- 


ident said, "x x x x will leave me 
with an Inescapable responsibility 
to the people of this country to see 
to it that tile war effort is no longer 
imperilled by threat of economic 
chaos."

Before Pearl Harbor a year's sup- 


ply of foods for the average work- 
Ing man's family cost $462, 
Mr. 


Bowles says In 
quoting 
figures 


from a check made by the Bureau 
of Agricultural Economics of the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture. 


Three months later staple foods 


—beans, pork, bread, milk,potatoes 
—had risen to $484, an advance of 
$22. 


Of this $22 increase farmers got 


$0 in higher return for their pro- 
duce. Every time the farmer 
re- 


ceived an additional dollar, an ex- 
tra $2.66 went into the pockets of 
those who buy, process, transport 
and sell these foods to the ultimate 
consumer, Mr. Bowles declared. 


There were 58 items of food in- 


cluded in this study. The consum- 
er's dollar is split 51 cents to the 
farmer and 49 cents to those who 
handle It before it gets 
on 
the 


dinner table, and for the first time 
in 21 years the farmer received as 
much as half of the food dollar. 
The grower receives 36 cents of the 
dollar spent for sweeet potatoes, 
27 cents of the dollar spent 
for 


orangos and 20 cents of the bread 
dollar. 


Retail prices of cotton and wool 


articles net the farmer only a dime 
on the dollar. Cooperative action 
is the only way for farmers to get 
a larger share of the consumer's 
dollar, Mr. Bowles points out.

ish Eighth Army augmented by 
U. S. army tank and air forces.

no word of large scale fighting.

British 
naval 
headquarters at 


Alexandria announced tho recent 
sinking of seven axis ships and 
damaging of five others by British 
Eiibmarines in a heavy toll on the 
Mediterranean sea lanes which link 
Rommel with his supplies and re- 
inforcements. 


Claims of Ship Sinkings. 


Tho Italians said they sank one 


submarine recently, and the Ger- 
man high command, again failing 
to specify the period covered by its 
claim, reported 17 allied merchant- 
men totaling 108,000 tons sunk by 
U-boats off the East Coast 
of 


America, in tho Atlantic sea lanes, 
and off the West Coast of Africa. 


For .the first time in nine day- 


light air raids on Hitler-held Eu- 
rope, United States Flying Fortress 
formations came back to bases in 
Britain yesterday with plane loss- 
es—two bombers missing—but they 
carried out their greatest assault 
so far on occupied France. 


British bombers followed up with 


attacks last night 
on 
Bulsburg, 


groat German inland port at tho 
junction of the Ruhr and Rhine 
rivers, and elsewhere In the indus- 
trial Ruhr. Eight British bombers 
were lost. 


Flying Fortresses were reported 


striking over the continent again 
today, 
challenging 
German 
alt- 


power once more In broad 
day- 


light.

PRESIDENT ASKS 
CONGRESS TO TAX 
ALMOST EVERYONE 


WASHINGTON, 
~ept. 
7.—(fP)— 


President Roosevelt again asked 
congress today for "heavy taxes 
on everyone except persons with 
very 
low Incomes"—taxes heavy 


enough to prevent anyone from 
keeping more than $25,000 of his 
Income. 


In a message asking the law- 


makers to empower Him to sta- 
bilize farm price ceilings by Oct. 
1, the chief executive also remind- 
ed them that new taxes had not 
yet been voted. The house tax bill 
still is pending before the senate 
finance committee. 


Taxes, the President said in his 


message, 
are 
"one of the most 


powerful weapons In our fight to 
stabilize living costs. It Is a pow- 
erful weapon because It reduces 
the 
competition for consumers' 


goods—especially scarce goods." 


"The stabilization of the cost of 


living," the President said, "can- 
not be maintained without heavy 
taxes on everyone except persons 
with very low Incomes. With such 
increases in the tax load, unfair 
tax distribution becomes less and 
less tolerable, x x x 


"This means that we must elim- 


inate the tax exemption of inter- 
est on state and local securities, 
and other special privileges and 
loopholes In our tax law." 


Repeal of this exemption was 


rejected by the house,

senate committee for 
future 
is-
